VETERAN'S PREFERENCE BILL. 


Its Constitutionality Being Tried In the 


Supreme Court Today. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


BOSTON, Nov. 13.—Few cases have come 


before the courts of Massachusetts in re- 
cent years of greater importance than 
that of F. W. Brown vs. C. T. Russell, Jr., 
et als, civil service commissioners, which 
case is op today before a full bench of the 
supreme judicial court. The decision to 
be rendered will involve the validity of 
the Veterans' Preference act of the last 
legislature. 


The petitioner, Brown, asks for a writ 


of mandamus to compel the civil service 
commissioners to certify his name for ap- 
pointment as a member of the state 
police. He avers that he passed the com- 
petitive examination with the highest 
marks of all the candidates, but the civil 
service commission acting in accordance 
with the Veterans' preference act of the 
last legislature, placed the name of one 
E. Beau ahead ol Mr. Brown's name for 
appointment on the ground that Beau 
was a veteran soldier. 


The petitioner claims that the act of 


1S95 is unconstitutional and that he has 
the right to retain his original position at 
the bead of the eligible list and asks the 
supreme court to restore him to his 


rights.

I recognize fully 
that state and national election of officers 
and execution of constitutions require, in 
many particulars, methods quite differ- 
ent trom those of comparatively small 
corporations. 


But to tbe point in hand: In a very true 


sense a city is a corporation organized 
largely for local purposes. To attain the 
best results its government must be 
placed on an economic and equitable 
social basia. Its officials are to be chosen 
wholly in respect to their efficiency in 
(heir chosen places, and its affairs man- 
aged so as to nearest approximate the 
highest, broadest good of the corporate 
whole. So much for the statement of a 
theory and an ideal that arc neither 
chimerical nor impossible.

TREATMENT OF LOCAL PUBLIC AFFAIRS 


at Drury or any like school of yo'uog stu- 
dents. The professional and college teams 
are selected' and trained by professional 
men and experts for the roughness of the 
game; they are properly dieted and kept 
in .condition and are not allowed to over- 
do ; their age and strict training put them 
in, as fit condition for the grid-iron as is 
the pugilist for the rhig. The case is dif- 
ferent with school boys; they are at that 
tender age of physical development where 
life-long injury can most easily be re- 
ceived ; they havn't the care and physical 
direction of trainers deemed necessary to 
the safety of the health and bodies of oth- 
er teams, and they are at an indiscreet 
age when excesses in their play are 
thoughtlessly allowed. 


The argument need not be carried far- 


ther. The simple fact is, our school auth- 
orities here in North Adams should put n 
stop at once and for all-to the school foot- 
ball that incurs all the dangers of profes- 
sional football without its safeguards; and 
•which carries the members of the team 
from town to town, taking time and inter- 
est and energy that especially belongs to 
school work at the formative age of our 
boys in the high school. 


Will not our North Adams school auth- 


orities take action in this matter, and be- 
gin a reform needed in almost every high 
school in the country? 


For the purpose of keeping our readers 


informed in regard to local pulpit utter- 
ances, so far as limited space will permit, 
and to extend their beneficial influence, 
we are adopting means by wh'cb we hope 
to givo every Monday a brief synopsis of 
a sermon preached the Sunday before in 
each of our city churches of all denomi- 
nations, Catholic, Protestant or Jewish. 
With the aid of the members of the clergy 
we hope to make this an intitestine and 
valuable feature of the Daily TXIAXSCMPT. 


In doing this we attempt no suggestion 


and certainly do not assume even a shadow 
of dictation as to their treatment of our j 
public local afiairs; neither does the pub- 
lication of them in any sense necessarily 
imply our endorsement of their opinions 
social, political or religious. It is a mat- 
ter of newspaper work with us, and so far 
as our local pages are concerned we feel it 
is only justice to our readers and to the 
subjects there appearing that no coloring 
should be given them by our own preju- 
dice or opinion, be they right or wrong. 


We may know little or much about 


journalism or about what stands for the 
good of this community. We hope we 
know something of both; we aim to 
know more. We would not be dictators 
if we could of the way in which other 
channels lor the expression of opinion 
shall be managed. But we have our ideas 
of the way we think our local affairs 
should be treated by the press, in columns 
where expressions of opinion, wise or 
otherwise, are commonly looked for and it 
may be that some of these ideas are in a 
measure applicable to a public spirited 
pulpit as well. 


We feel that it is unwise and not for the 


best interests of onr community as a 
whole or as individuals that we should go 
out of our way to express opinions hastily 
formed for the the sake of creating use- 
less discussion or stirring np unwarranted 
dissatisfaction with the existing condi- 
tion of affairs, where no important prin- 
ciple or reform is involved or possible. 
The best interests of our city will not be 
promoted by unjust criticism of its offi- 
cials indulged in simply for the sake of 
kicking some one or something. It is for 
us to remember that these officials are 
duly elected by onr citizens after the 
most careful study and searching investi- 
gation, as a rule, and that unless unques- 
tionable proof can be furnished to the con- 
trary we must regard them as represent 
ing the spirit of the community which 
ban honored them in accepting their ser" 
Tlces. 


Our local pages this week have con- 


tained pulpit utterances that we cannot 
wholly endorse. We do not believe that 
this town has ever made either officially 
or as individuals undue efforts to avoid 
bearing its full share of the burdens of 
taxation. On the other hand it has al- 
ways stood in the front rank of communi- 
ties ready to bear its full quota of money 
and service for the public good as it did 
•o patriotically in the 
dark days of 


national peril. 
The thought of such 


• thing as important class distinction 
here in this place which, if conspicious 
for one thing more than another, as it cer- 
tainly is, is happily consph ious tor the 
thoroughly democratic tastes and ideas of 
its people; such a thought here to us 
seems to border almost absurdly on the 
ridiculous. That justice is not influenced 
by fear or favor of class or individual in 
onr courts it needs only that the striking 
and honored character of the chief ad- 
ministrator of justice here be borne in 
wind 
to 
most 
gratifyingly 
confirm. 


If Justice was ever tempered with mercy 
and a kindly impartial common sense any- 
where it is in our own local court. 


These ideas may seeiu mild, but they 


are of a mildness which we hope will 
enable us to strike, when it may be neces- 
sary to strike, with a force that means 
something. Meanwhile, brothers of the 
pulpit and of the press, it may not'be 
amiss for us to remember in our neceu- 
MU-y critical work that "to err is human— 
to forgive divine." 


' The Springfield Republican in com- 
inentlhg editorially on the shooting ac- 
cidents in this vicinity which have occur- 
red during the past few days very sensi- 
bly says: "There is enough to show that 
something more needs to be done than 
has been done to protect other people 
from the fool who doesn't know it is load- 
ed or the fool boy who goes about trying 
to frighten his sisters and playmates by 
pointing a gun known to be loaded. If 
the sight of a sister or brother or play- 
mate lying dead with a head shot to 
pieces is not enough to bring these fools 
to their senses, something that will tell 
on their own aversion to pain or their own 
love for life and liberty will have to be 
devised to meet the exigency. 
Parents 


meantime will do well to keep firearms 
away from their children and have pun- 
ished with a severity that will be remem 
bered any known case of pointing weapons 
at others where they have come into pos- 
session of boys of years and supposed dis- 
cretion." 


But one spirit should prevail in the first 


city election,—the starting of the city 
right with the best and most capable city 
officials that can be selected. Every good 
citizen will agree to this, and every one 
who has the interests of North Adams at 
heart will further agree that all together 
and all in harmony is North Adams' 
policy at this time.

PITTSFIELD Y.M.C.A.BUILDING 


It Is Proposed to Commence Building 


Early In the Spring. 


Fittsfield is to have a Y. M. C. A. build- 


ing which will be a credit to the city. 
The building, which will have many dis 
tinctive features will be 03 by 203 feet.four 
stories high in front and three in the rear, 
and will be built of buff brick. 
In the 


front will be three large stores and au en- 
trance to the Young Men's Christian as- 
sociation gymnasium, and rooms in the 
rear. It will also have entrances on the 
south side on the driveway, which will be 
paved. The offices in front of the front 
section will be rented, but aside from this 
and the stores and a room in the rear, the 
whole building will be for Young Men's 
Cbrlstian association purposes. The gym- 
nasium will be one of tue best in this sec- 
tion. Below it will be a dozen bathrooms 
of various kinds, iu addition to a largo 
plunge bath tank,20 by 30, and 300 lockei 
There will be a large bowling alley and a 
bicycle room, while over the gymnasium, 
which opens clear to the roof, will be a 
running track on the third floor, irom 
which one may look into the gymnasium 
below.- The assembly room can be thrown 
open as a part of the gymnasium, making 
a room 68 by (iO. The reading room wil 
be over the rear part 
of the stores 


while the parlor, -30 by 30, will be the 
next eas>t. The third floor will have two 
large class rooms, a directors' room, and 
room for the women's auxiliary. 


It will be arranged so that the gyuinas 


ium will be open to ladies from 10 a. in. to 
1 p. m. to the public from 1 to 4, and later 
every day to members, free of charge. 
The building will have a differenttappear- 
ance from an ordinary business block. 


AU complete, the property will Be 


worth f 100,000, half of which will be in th 
cost of the building and gymnasium outfit. 
Half tho money will be raised on flrsl 
mortgage, f20,(Kil) on second mortgage 
bonds, at 5 per cent and $10,000 in sub- 
scriptions, leaving the Young Men's 
Christian association an equity of $20,OOC 
in the structure. Already $7,,r>00 worth ol 
the bonds have been spoken for, and 
|2500 of the needed subscriptions prom 
ised.

SI of the bottom frames and brackets ot 
the Texas are now buckled from l/i to IX 
inches, while the cement lining of the 
double bottom is cracked in many places. 
Whether it will be necessary to.,undertako 
to repair these frames and remove the 
dents in the bottom cannot bo told until 
a further examination is made, and to do 
this it niivy bo necessary to remove all of 
the weights of the ship in order to draw 
off the 11 1'cet of water, otherwise the 
strain might again become excessive and 
irreparable injury follow. 


Indian Education. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—W. N. Hailman, 


superintendent of Indian schools, iu his 
annual report, discusses the difficulties 
which Indian children, who have been at 
school, encounter whon thoy return to the 
reservations and the squalor of Indian 
life. lie thinks efforts should be made t# 
have agents establish these Indians in 
homes of their own, and erert overy effort 
to prevent them from returning to their 
former mode ot life. The general condi- 
tion of Indian education has improved, 
and the Indians themselves have shown 
increasing interest in education.

Cherrie says that when she returned, 


her mother took a teaspoonfnl of the 
liquid, which seemed to gag her. She 
cried out that a mistake had been made 
and started at once for the \lrug store and 
handing the bottle to the clerk who had 
put up the prescription told him he had 
made a mistake. 'The clerk mid he had 
not but took the bottle and refused to re- 
turn it to Mrs. Davis. He, according to 
the child, took her to Dr. Leavitt's office, 
where something was given her. As they 
were about to'take her home, Mrs. Davis 
felldead. 


Mrs. Davis was thirty-eight years old 


and lived here nearly all her life. She 
was married to Mr. Davia about fifteen 
rears ago and was his second wife. She 
leaves two children.'a daughter and a son.

ake, and you ought to try It."

Wing's restaurant is inside a dingy brick 


voophaguR thnt reminds one of those 
rlok graves they build for nrlstocrnts at 
he cemeteries for $BO each. One reaches 
t up a palsy stricken stairway, and as one 
waits at the door for entry ono is confront- 
ed with a number of placards with Chinese 
characters in black on a rod ground: 
Translated they run as follows: 


The house of the eight benevolences 


will tonight provide inferior duck badly 
lolled and seasoned with unworthy curry, 
iogether with such wilted and cheap 
nought vegetables as may be required by 
hoso who honor its un worthiness with 
ihelr presence 
Tho extravagant price of 


this inferior repast will be 25 cents In 
American money." 


Beside it was another 
"The negro woman Matta In the alloy 


>ehind the singing place is a thief. Now 
she has stolen $8 from B'ong Flung. 
The 


sagacious will avoid this black woman." 


Some of the placards were wholly un- 


irintable and deadly libolous. Some were 
of a light and frivolous character. Some 
were advertisements, pure and simple. 
Some were pop.ms written in spare mo- 
ments and exposed that all might see. 


There! are also some galliug allusions to 


)ho police and Celestial critiques on the 
mmicipal government, but before the in- 
erprcter could work through the lot Yap 
Wing had the little party under his hos- 
ntablo wing and was marshaling it into 
he restaurant. 


'No gooda reada Chinaman write, "ho 


said. "Chinaman write when he get mad. 
You come eat duck. 'T's vera bad duck 
;onight, but how can help? S's vera bad 
lurry. S's evlythiug rotten, but you try 
iliii, and then you dam Yap Wing, and 
you Roily you ever see him—heinf" 


"This means," Mr. Tasker whispered, 


'that Yap has an especially good duck for 
us and that all other things are out of 
sight. It Is the Chinese way. It is po- 
liteness." 


The eating room is a little below the 


level of Hop alley. It ia scrupulously 
clean and scrupulously bare. At the table 
where the present party was to sit were 
grouped a number of chairs. A spotless 
linen cloth covered it, and quaint china 
dishes wore all about. Others in the re- 
fectory wore eating off delft and tin, and 
they sat on benches. The "high plaoo in 
the synagogue" had two lamps; the other 
tables shared ono.

Until then you have exer- 
cise and all the pleasures of the chase. 
But the duck once won was worth win- 
ning. It was heavy with ourry and red 
peppers, so that it was a shade too hot for 
an uneducated palate, but it melted in tha 
mouth, duokily, and the rice and the 
noodles seemed to fit it exactly.

'Explain the way you do it, Mr. Wing," 


one asked. "What has become of the 
bonesP" 


"Sis ver poor duck," said Mr. Wing 


complacently, "but 1 tell you. When 
Chinaman buy duck, he buy him alive, so 
he can kill right. He hang duck in cellar 
and out ho throat, so he bleed plenty. 
Then ho scald duck, so him floathels come 


. 
Then he skin duck and save skin, so 


b,e one piece. Then he taku duck and cut 
him into little bits of pieces and ho no out 
bonas, but put them in pot for boll. When 
he ohoppso, ohoppee duck BO he small little 
bits of meat, Chlnnman take rico and tako 
curry and take noodle and put 'em all in 
pot for boil—other pot. Then ho take duck 
skin and piece of duck's gut and needle 
and lie sew up that skin where he have 
cut him, only leave one big hole for stuff 
him. When the meat is boil, ho take it 
apd cram and cram that duuk skin till 
bjmeby that skin he chock full of duck 
and rico and noodle and curry. Then ha 
sew up that big hole what he stuff him by 
and put him in pot for boil-a minute more, 
and when ho not bad duck like this him 
vera good. He look like duck what got 
bones in him, but he just boil duck." 


"But you can't got all the duck back 


Into the skin, can you?" 


"Oh, no. Chinaman not try. That 


rest of that duck wo boil in other pot with 
bones and more rico, and we sell him 10 
cents a bucket. Plenty people buy." 


And this was true. While the little sup- 


per was being eaten at least half a dozen 
people came in, bought a bucketful of the 
moss—and it was nice moss—and wont on 
their way rejoicing. 
' Tho other comestibles were much like 
the American preparations except the cab- 
bage omelet, which was indescribable— 
and also inedible. The toa was served, in 
transparent porcelain without sugar or 
cream, but with a few drops of what tast- 
ed like brandy in it. 
This was also xm- 


usual to the United States palate—the 
combination, that is. Finally came a great 
tray of little pots full of candied ginger, 
melon rind, some queer Asiatic fruits und 
Eome more tea—this time without the 
brandy—and the meal was finished.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.

CURIOUS FISH. 


Keep Their Eegt In Their Months—Their 


Natural Pocket*. 


In the sea of Galilee—or Lake Tiberias, 


as It is also called—there is a strange fish 
named the Chroinissimonls, which is more 
careful of its youiigthan fish generally 
are. The male takes the eggs in his mouth 
and keeps thorn rn his natural side pock- 
ets, where they are regularly hatched and 
remain until able to shift for themselves. 
By this ingenious arrangement the brood 
is comparatively guarded against its nat- 
ural enemies. It is easily fed, too, but it is 
a puzzle how the little ones escape being 
eaten alive, A month ago, says a traveler 
writing to a religious contemporary, I 
found in my net a number of these^fish 
without eyes. 


Others of the species, when I lifted them 


up, dropped a number of little fishes out 
of their mouths, which ewam away hasti- 
ly. The natives explained the phenomenon. 
Tho blind chromis is the victim of sea 
hawks. When these birds have eaten their 
fill, they begin to'look out for tidbits. 
After catching a fish they hit its forehead 
with their sharp beak, knocking out the 
middle part, in which their eyes are set. 
Tho bony structure is dropped into tho 
water, but the eyes are eaten by the birds 
with great relish. Strangely enough, the 
fish generally survive this rough treat- 
ment. The wound heals up quickly in wa- 
ter, and they continue to ply the lake for 
food as if nothing had happened.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

Ing of the suffrage referendum campaign 
committee, Mrs. Olo Bull, chairman, said 
that the discussion over tho so-called 
referendum had made a great many con- 
verts in Cambridge. Members present 
from other places made similar reports, 
anda general feeling of cheerfulness pre- 
vailed.

the legislature pass s joint resolution fora 
real referendum to the voters. 


A vote of th(inks w.is also passed to all 


the newspapers that had advocated equal 
suffrage editorially or had opened their 
columns to its discussion.
